Mayor Announces 
Decontrol Will Be

Decision Brings 
To Halt Long And 
Bitter Argument 


Rent control was gasping out Its 
final breath* here 
Monday—two 
years, six months and 15 days af- 
ter the U. S. government clamp- 
ed a chilly celling on this county. 


Formal announcement that the 
city commission had agreed to rec- 
ommend decontrol of 
Corslcana 
was made early Monday by Mayor 
Hubert T. Braaelton, speaking for 
the entire municipal body. 


Their decision brought to an end 
a 
long bat.le between the land- 
lords and the government. 


Although several 
more 
steps 
must be taken before the govern- 
ment moves its jurisdiction out of 
this city, It was not believed by the 
city officials or any of the 
land- 
lord* that any of the 
remaining 
obstacles would trip the 
move- 
ment. 


The major obstacle—that of get- 
ting the city commission to 
rec- 
ommend decontrol on the 
basis 
that there Is sufficient 
housing 
here to meet all needs—was clear- 
ed and behind them. 


Mayor Braselton said that for- 
mal action would be taken Tues- 
day, but that all of the commis- 
sioners had been contacted and all 
had agreed to vote for the recom- 
mendation. 
AH of them ware In 
and out of the city hall during the 
morning. 


The mayor had papers bearing 
signatures of approximately 150 
landlords that they would not raise 
rents for a six-month period ex- 
cept In extreme hardship cases. In 
the latter category, the rents would 
be limited to 25 percent.

Solons React In 
Varied Ways To 
Deficit Forecast 


WASHINGTON, May 16.-VP>- 
A week end estimate that the gov- 
ernment will go $3,000,000,000 Into 
the red next year stirred up con- 
flicting cries today for more econ- 
omy and more taxes. 


The estimate was made for the 
senate-house tax committee by its 
staff of experts. 


They forecast a "moderate" bus- 
iness slump. They figured that In 
the fiscal year starting July 1 it 
would result In cutting the gov- 
ernment's income by $2,100,000,000 
and adding that much to the $900,- 
000,000 deficit predicted in Presi- 
dent Truman's budget, •- 
"That," said House Democratic 
Leader McCormack (Mass), "I* all 
the more reason for 
increasing 
taxeg by $4,000,000,000, as Presi- 
dent Truman repeatedly ha* sug- 
gested." 


In the senate, however, Senator 
Russell (D-Ga) announced that he 
and some other Democratic mem- 
bers of the appropriations

mittee are drafting a bill to slice 
about $3,000,000,000

spending.

U. S. Takes Hand 
In Peace Efforts

May '16.— (ff)— 
The rederal government stepped 
into the Ford strike today in an 
effort to get a settlement. 


Walter Reuther, president of the 
CIO Auto Workers, visited Federal 
Mediation Director Cyrus S. Ching 
and talked with him about the. 
strike. 


Coming out of Chlng's 
office, 
Reuther told a reporter, in reply 
to a question, that Chlng's agency 
conciliation service plans to "have 
a man there today" — meaning at 
the strike negotiations in Detroit. 


The union had asked the media- 
tion service to intervene in the 
strike. 
Even before that Chlng told Reu- 
ther and the Ford Motor Co. in tel- 
egrams Friday that if they did not 
make significant progress toward 
a settlement within a "reasonable 
period," he would be obliged to 
enter the case in the public inter- 
est.Reuther came here to attend a 
meeting of CIO vice presidents to- 
day and the CIO executive board 
sessions tomorrow and Wednesday. 
The Ford Motor company, with 


100,000 men idle, had declared in 
Detroit earlier that it would give 
'all possible assistance" 
federal peace effort.

President Henry Ford H asked, 
however, that Chlng "weigh care- 
fully" certain factors other than 
the strike itself before stepping in- 
to the dispute. One of these is the 
company's contention that faction- 
alism and politics in the union led 
to the strike. 


Union officials deny that. They 
say the walkout May 6 was due to 
a "speed up" in work schedules. 
Reuther told reporters here that 
the charge the walkout is a "politi- 
cal strike" is "completely unfound- 
ed." 


Reuther also said Henry Ford 
"could be of more service by ac- 
cepting his responsibility to enter 
the negotiations personally." 
Reuther added: 
"This Is a practical problem that 
can be solved by practical men, 
and not by competing-propaganda 
handouts." 
But before going to CIO head- 
quarters, he said, he dropped in on 
Chlng and "told him he ought to 
enter this case and learn the facts 
because Forld's public position is 
different from their real position."

Closing In On 
City Of Shanghai 


SHANGHAI, May 16.—(/P)—The 
Communists were knocking at the 
gates of Shanghai today. 


Most foreign airlines were sus- 
pending operations. The last evac- 
uees were scurrying away. Com- 
munications with the outside world 
were sharply reduced. But Shan- 
ghai still waited for the Reds with 
no great outward show of concern.

Navarro county farmers are fac- 
tor a iever« crop insect problem, 
Agricultural Agent W. H. Walker 
reported Monday. 
''Wo «r« anticipating on* ot the 


worst seasons as far as cotton In- 
'Mcts are concerned," Raid Walker. 
"This ig primarily because Other 
Insects are so bad." 
A new-comer to this 'area—the 


climbing cutworm—Is destroying 
the foliage of young cotton, Walk* 
•r reported. "As much as 20 acres 
havo been destroyed by the cut- 
worms," h« added. 
A 10 percent solution of DDT 
will control cutworms, applied at a 
rate of 10 pounds per acre, the of- 
ficial said. 
Grasshoppers which 
have hatched out can be destroyed 
with 10 percent chlordana, 20 per 
e«nt toxaphene, or BHC, Walker 
advised. 
•Prnctlcally all of the grass- 
hoppers have hatched out," he said, 
"and now Is the time to poison." 
Many 
grasshoppers, 
however, 


were destroyed In several areas 
by weather conditions, It was re- 
ported. 
Boll weevils have been found In 
adjoining areas of the fields and 
are expected to move In on the 
cotton. Plenty of aphlds, or lice, 
also have been reported. 
Walker explained that federal 
poisons wore not available this 
year but that very efficient con- 
trol ot Insects has been obtained 
with recommended poisons.

Soil Conservation Measures Sought 
By Chamber In Plans To Build Dams 


If and when the Richland Creole 


and Chambers Creek dams are 
built, as part of the* Trinity River 
flood control plan, the Chamber 
of Commerce wants the Impounded 
water to serve 
generations 
to 


come, and not as settling basins 
for silt. 


Considered one of the primary 


objetolves of the 
chamber, 
the 


dams were discussed at length by 
the Soil Conservation Committee 
of the organization at a meeting 
Thursday afternoon. 


Members of the group Were In 
accord on one angle—considered 
by the majority as the only angle 
—of the proposed dams. 
Unless 
soil conservation practices are ob- 
served by landowners all over the 
vast watershed, the obituaries of 
the lakes created by the dams will 
b« written not too long after they 
are constructed. 


As Allan Bryant, chairman, dis- 
cussing the Chambers Creek visit, 
told the committee: 


"It must be decided whether we 
are to have a $20,000,000 dam that 
will be of use for 20 years, at 
$1,000,000 a year, or a $20,000,000 
dam that will be of use for 1,000 
years." 


Bryant told the 
group 
there 


were at least "two 
schools 
of 
thought" regarding the dam. 


"Some want to get the dam built 
Immediately, and hope It won't 
fill up with topsoll," he said. "Oth- 
ers want the soil conservation pro- 
gram adhered to over the entire 
watershed as * means of preserv- 
ing the lake." 
The committee hopes, through 


the trl-city committee created some 
months ago, to eventually win over 
every landowner In the watershed. 
The committee consists of three 
members each 
from 
Corslcana, 


Waxahachie and Ennls. 
"I believe people not only are 


waking up to the value of soil 
conservation, but are waking up 
at a faster rate," Bryant said. 
Jack D. Everhart, U. 8. Soil Con- 


servationist, said the entire wa- 
tershed already 
IB divided Into 


districts by the soil conservation 
service. 


Bryant also discussed means of 


creating Interest up and down the 
watershed In the dams, particular- 
ly the Chambers Crfeek unit which 
apparently Is In the lead now as 
far as overall Interest Is concern- 
ed. He suggested a series of pub- 
lic picnics. 


It was pointed out that the two 


units are parts of the Trinity pro- 
gram, and that every other dam 
included In that project has either 
been 'constructed or Is In the pro- 
cess of being constructed, 


It was the concensus that unless 


the conservation program Is ad- 
opted throughout the district, the 
fate Of the lakes would be the 
same as other lakes built with no 
attention paid to the 
soil—they 


serve for a time, and then bulk 
up from the bottom with deposited 
mud.
